WHEREAS, other local law enforcement agencies may wish to 
enroll their officers in approved training offered by the Fort 
Wayne Police Academy; and 

WHEREAS, the cost of such training reasonably should be 
paid by the per capita allowance; and 

WHEREAS, collection of per capita allowances from other 


jurisdictions would provide revenue for the Fort Wayne Police 


Academy; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Indiana must approve the payment of 
per capita allowances to a local law enforcement training 
facility. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Section 1. That the Fort Wayne Common Council supports 
legislation allowing local law enforcement agencies to utilize 
approved training facilities operated by other agencies and to 
pay the per capita training allowance to the facility 


conducting such training; and 
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Section 2. That the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne encourages the Indiana General Assembly to pass enabling 
legislation providing such authority. 

Section 3. That this resolution shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its adoption by the Common Council 


and approval by the Mayor.

SUBJECT: Resolution Supporting Indiana General Assembly Action to 
Give Local Police Academies Authority to Recoup Cost of 
Training Other Jurisdictions 


During the Council budget discussion last fall, it became clear 
that the City of Fort Wayne was missing some revenue opportunities 
because we are not authorized to receive funding for training 
police officers. As you will recall, only the Indiana Law 
Enforcement Academy in Plainfield can receive revenue for training 
police officers. We have asked State Representative Ben GiaQuinta 
to propose legislation that would give law enforcement agencies the 
option of having their officers trained. through the Fort Wayne 
Police Academy. The legislation specifically would provide for 
payment by the State of Indiana to our Police Academy for providing 
- this service for other law enforcement agencies. 


Police Chief Neil Moore advises that there is an interest by other 
police departments in utilizing our academy for training services, 
and the passage of this legislation would create revenue to help 
offset the cost of operations of our academy. 


Chief Moore will be available to discuss any financial provisions 
on this revenue when this matter comes before the City Council for 
discussion. 


Recommendation 


We recommend that the City Council approve the attached resolution 
and communicate to the Fort Wayne/Allen County state legislative 
delegation their desire for this change in legislation.
